ALASKAN, INDIANS GROW TURBULENT. 


The United States Gunboat Pinta Sum- 
moned to Chilcat to Suppress a Row, 

New Yorx, Aug. 31,—[Special. News of 
an outbreak among the Indians of Chilcat, 
Alaska, was received in this city today from 
Sitka, According to the advices the United 
States gunboat Pinta was summoned in al 
haste by the citizens of that place and re- 
mained there three days settling the difficulty. 
On the return of the Pinta to Sitka the officers 
were reticent, and it was impossible 
to obtain from them or through any 
other source any news of the trouble, 
excepting that it was through a 
reduction in the wages paid the Indians en- 
gaged in salmon fishing.

How the News of the Fall of Balmaceda 
X Was Received, 
ferxctaL cant. 

Teureun, Chile, Aug. 31.—The news of the 
fall of Valparaiso, the subsequent surrender of 
Santiago, the flight of Balmaceda, and the com. 
plete triumph of the Congressional party was 
received here with the wildest enthusiasm. 
Houses were decorated, salutes fired, and the 
city had all the appearance of a feast day. 
People embraced each other in the streets 
when the news first came, and nothing seemed 
too extravagant to do in order to show the 
general feeling of joy. , | 

Not the least elated by the news were Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs Errazuriz and the other 
members of the Junta de Gobierno. As soon 
as the first ebullition of feeling had subsided 
the Junta began preparations for their depart- 
ure for south to join Sefior Jorge Montt 
and Gen. Canto. They went aboard the 
steamer Arcquippa last nightand sailed direct 
for Valparaiso. 

Neither Senor Errazuriz nor any other 
member of the Junta would express an opin- 
ion as to the probable course of events before 
they left, except that nothing would be done 
until they had consulted with the leaders now 
pr south and learned the exact status of 
affairs.

OFFICIAL ADVICES FROM CHILE, 


Telegrams Received from Consul McCreery 
and Admiral Brown.

A friend of the Chilean Minister is authority 
for a conjecture that a curious mis 
take was made at some ye in the 
transmission to the Minister of the dispatch 
of last Thursday announcing the surrender of 
the insurgent army at Vina dei Mar. The 
dispatch came, as these dispatches usually do, 
in. cipher, and it contained the equivalent 
of the Spanish word “ Rindieron,”’ meanmg 
in English Surrendered,“ whereas what 
was doubtless meant was the word“ Rendi- 
ran,” meaning will surrender.“ The dis- 
patch was received in the same terms at the 
Chilean legations in Europe. It is also 
thought, however, that the dispateh might 
possibly have been a bogus one. 


UNIVERSITY EXTENSION FOR CHICAGO. 


Meeting Held at Evanston to Discuss the 
Movement. 

A meeting of alumni and members of the 
faculty of the Northwestern University in the 
interest of university extension for Chicago 
was held at Evangton last evening. James B. 
Reynolds and the Rev. William H. Crawford, 
both of whom have been studying the univer- 
sity extension system in England and Scot- 
land, made interesting and instructive ad- 
dresses, 

It is proposed to prosecute the work in Chi- 
cago on the lines laid down by the system in 
vogue in London. What is known as the Oxford 
movement was the beginning of the work of 
bringing a university education to the very doors 
of the peopi® who could not come to the uni- 
versity, and which in London is now in charge 
of the London Extension Society, a union of 
the Oxford, Cambridge, and London Uni- 
versities. The work is in charge of college 
men from, the three universities. 

A movenient is on foot in New York to es- 
tablish a college settlement on the plan of 
Toynbee Hall. one of the London tranches 
of the English university extension work. A 
college settlement is also to be established in 
Boston soon by the Andover Theological 
Seminary which will be modeled somewhat 
after the Oxford House, another of the Lon- 
don college settlements. 

The plans of Northwestern University for a 
college settlement in Chicago, to be modeled 
after Toynbee Hall, Oxford House, People 
Palace, or Mansfield House of London, are 
still meager, but there is a determination to 
have Chicago abreast with New York and Bos 
ton in the good work.

AMERICA MUST FEED EUROPE, 


Rye, Wheat, and Potato Crops Abroad All 


Show a Peavy Shortage. 

Nuw York, Aug. 31.—[Special.}|—Col, J. B. 
Montgomery of Oregon, whose wife is 3. 
eousin of Minister William Walter Phelps, 
just returned from Germany and is now at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel. He parted from Mr. 
Phelps at Homburg and said the Minister had 
entirely recovered from his illness. A Tu- 
UNE man asked the Colonel about the crop 
failure in Europ. He said: 

“The crop failure in Europe is general, and 
distress is sure to follow. I was all over Ger- 
many and saw that the rain had ruined the 
wheat and rye. In Germahy there will bo a 
shortage in the grain crops of 33 per cent, or 
just 100,000,000 bushels. 

“The empire generally produces 240,000,000 
bushels of rye and 80,000,000 bushels of wheat 
annually. With the great falling off men- 
tioned the people will have to look tw this 
country for relief. Russia is short and can- 
not supply Germany, and France is not much 
better off. The potato crop in continental 
Europe has been more or less a failure, and 
the people look with —— eyes toward 
America. I am not a speculator in grain, but 
I predict that by Christmas wheat in this coun- 
try will sell at $1.50 a bushel, owing to the 
great demand in Europe.“

Only Eight/Men Saved from a Crew of 
Twenty-six—Picked Up by the Arizona. 
New Tom, Aug. 31.—The steamship Ari- 

gona, which arrived this morning, brought 
with it eight members of the crew of the ship 
Ses Gull, which was wrecked in a terrific gale 
of wind on the African coast. There were 
twenty-six all told in the Sea Gull's crew and 
of these all were drowned save the eight men 
picked up by the Arizona. When the Arizona 
found them they were floating on a small raft 
in the middle of the Atlantic Ocean and fran- 
tically waving signals of distress. All of them 
were terribly emaciated from hunger and ex- 
posure, and some were hardly able to stand 
when nfted to the Arizona’s decks; On board 
the big steamship everything possible was 
done for their comfort and when they arrived 
here 3 much improved in their con- 
dition.

Death of Dr. Mannheimer, a Founder of 
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tlie Michael Reese Hospital. 

Dr. Michael Mannheimer, just returned 
from atrip to Europe for the benefit of his 
health, died rather suddenly at the Audi- 
torium Hotel at 10:35 last night of pneu- 
monia. A year ago the doctor suffered a 
slight attack of paralysis, and thinking a trip 
to Europe would cure him he visited Ger- 
many and Italy, spending a year 
the eontinent of Europe with his wife 
and three young children. The European 
doctors told Dr. annheimer his case was in- 
curable, and he decided to come home to die. 
He reached Chicago Sunday, no better than 
when he had left, and last night the paralysis 
‘brought on an attack of pneumonia, which 
resulted in death. 

Dr. Mannheimer was born in Dinkelsbühl. 
Bavaria, in 1844, He was educated in the 
universities of Würzburg, Munich, and 
Vienna, saw a great deal of hospital work in 
the latter city, and came to America and Chi- 
eago in 1864.

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THE END OF THE CHILEAN STRUGGLE. 

The capture of Valparaiso and the capitula- 
tion of Santiago, presuming that the one has 
been captured and that the other has surren- 
dered, substantially mean the end of Balma- 
ceda’s dictatorship and the setting up ofa 
new government by the Congressional party. 
The struggle virtual) closed at Valparaiso, 
the principal South American seaport on the 
Pacific, the center of Chilean commercial in- 
terests, and the seat of customs. Santiago is 
only the political center, and its fate was or- 
dained when the Congressional army entered 
Valparaiso in triumph. The military situa- 
tion was then in the hands of the latter, and 
Balmaceda’s jig was up. 

From the very beginning Balmaceda has 
been fighting on the losing side. There was 


eppears many of his soldiers had been im- 
pressed into his cause and were only waiting 
the first chance to desert. The navy and the 
people of Chile also were against him. These 
are sufficient reasons to account for his defeat 
by an army considerably smaller than his 
own. It is unquestionable that the majority 
of the people believed he was acting in an un- 
constitutional manner, and the case which 
they have presented to the world has won 
them its sympathy. When he declared war he 
had been deposed by Congress, his acts had 
been declared unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court, and he had himself acknowl- 
edged violation of the Constitution. 

The full bistory of this memorable conflict 
has yet to be written. When that is done there 
is of course the possibility it may change the 
situation as it now appears and our own gov- 
ernment probably will wait until it has an au- 
thoritative version before it proceeds.to recog- 
nize the governmept of the Congressional 
party. At present, however, it looks like a 
victory for honest and popular government 
over the autocratic policy of a dishonest and 
tyrannical dictator. It is charged against Bal- 
maceda that he secured the election of his suc- 
cessor by the criminal use of vast official 
patronage and the dismissal of honest officials 
who stood in the way of his scheme; that he 
usurped the powers of Congress and inaugu- 
rated a personal instead of parliamentary 
form of government; that when he found he 
could not bend the Congress to bis personal 
ambitions he dissolved it, set up a dictator- 
ship, and named a personal ministry of his 
tools; that he sought to corrupt the army and 


navy, muzzled the press, prohibited meetings 


of citizens, filled the country with spies, vio- 
lated the right of domicile, imprisoned Judges, 
members of Congress, and citizens at will; 
that he confiscated property; that he altered 
and modified the election lawe to suit his own 
arbitrary purposes; and that the first act of 
his. illegally-chosen Congress was to legalize 
all his acts, divest itself of authority, and thus 
clothe him with all the powers of dictatorship. 
Further than this it is freely charged that he 
was personally dishonest. Richard Trumbull 
in his pamphiet says: 

During the first two years of his government he 
followed the honorable traditiogs and practices 
of his predecessors and his administration was re- 
garded as satisfactory. It soon became apparent, 
however, that fraud and jobbery, until then un- 
known in Chilean administrations, were becom- 
ing everyday occurrences. It was also discovered 
that President Balmaceda had determined to 
designate his own successor. A well-filled treas- 
ury and the abundant revenues of the republic 
proved too strong temptations for the man. He 
had obtained the highest gift which the nation 
could bestow; the Constitution did not permit 
his reélection and his political ambition was sat- 
isfied; his one ambition now was to enrich him- 
self. The nitrate beds of Tarapaca, owned by the 
government, presented the most promising field 
for speculation. It a rich syndicate could be 
formed to buy these beds andif a large amount 
could be distributed among the promoters of the 
scheme, his ambition would be satisfied, for he 
intended to be the chief promoter. In order, 
however, successfully to carry out this project a 
Congress favorable to its promotion was neces- 
sary, a8 well as a successor who could be de- 
pended on. He could not find a fitter instrument 
for the consummation of his plan than his confi- 
dential agent and broker, Sefior Enrique San- 
fuentés, a man without political experience and 
with a reputation acquired in questionable trans- 
actions. 

If this has been the condition of affairs in 
Chile the Congressional party was warranted 
in resisting the dictator by force and in mak- 
ing its gallant struggle for free and honest 
popular government. Itisto be hoped, now 
that it is in full possession, it will restore order 
as speedily as possible and resume the era of 
constitutional government, but the world will 
look on with many apprehensions, as the Con- 
gressional party isdivided into many factions 
which may make trouble when reorganization 
begins, and there may be men on the liberal 
side anxious to become diotators and ad van es 
their personal ambitions. Dietators are al- 
ways plentiful in the South American repub- 
lies. There need be no haste, therefore, on 
the part of our own government in recognizing 
the victors.

IRISHMEN IN ie — REVOLU- 
ON, 

A Chicago paper makes the following re- 
marks: 

Almost every paper in America has had some 
thing to say about the Bennineton, Vt., battle 
monument which was dedicated the other day in 
that historic place. All of them acknowledged 
that it was the military genius of John Stark 
which won the battle, crippled Burgoyne, and led 
to the surrender of that General and his forces 
some months later at Saratoga. But hardly a 
paper thought it worth while to mention that 
Gen. John Stark’s father was born in Ireland, and 
was the worthy sire of such a son. In this con- 
nection it may be added that the fathers of An- 
thony Wayne, John Sullivan, Joseph Warren. the 
two Clintons, and several other illustrious Revo- 
lutionary Generals were also born in Ireland. 


As Tas Tarisuns hae always shown its 
readiness to acknowledge the great—it is not 
too much to say the invaluable—services 
rendered this country during the Revolution- 
ary War by men born in Ireland or by their 
descendants, it is in a position where it can 
correct some of the errors in the above para- 
graph without running the risk of being 
charged with seeking to depreciate the merits 
of Irishmen, 

The father of Gen. Joseph Warren, also 
named Joseph, was a Massachusetts farmer, 
born and reared in this country. The first 
American Warren settled at Boston as early 
as 1659. The Americanism of his great- 
grandson cannot be questioned. Probably 
there has been a confusion with Sir Peter 
Warren, an English Admiral, who codperated 
with Pepperell in the capture of Louisburg, 
and who was born in Ireland. The father of 
Gen. John Stark was Archibald, a native of 
Scotland, and educated at Edinburg. He set 
tiled in the Scotch-Irish town of Londonderry, 
in New Hampshire, but was not a Scotch- 
Irishman by birth. ' 

The father of Anthony Wayne was born in 
Ireland, but the grandfather was a Yorkshire- 
man who settled ia Ireland as an English col- 
onist and who commanded a company of 
dragoons for King William at the battle of the 
Boyne. The Irish Celts cannot claim Gen. 
Wayne as one of themselves. Charles, the 
father of George and James Clinton, was born 
in Ireland, but his grandfather was an English- 
man, a Royalist refugee. His maternal grand 
father was a Captain in Oromwell's army, and 
from him the Clintons may have inherited 
their hatred of royalty and their spirit of stub- 
born resistance to regal tyranny. 

Apropos of this subject, it would be better, 
in speaking of individual Irishmen or the de- 
scendants of Irishmen during the Revolution, 
to describe them specifically as Scotch-Irish- 
men or Irishmen, the latter designation ap- 
plying only to the men of Celtic blood and 
generally of the Roman Catholic faith. Thus 
Barry, the gallant sailor, who was of pure 
Gelti®.origin, would be spoken of as 
an Irishman, while the Presbyterians of 
Scotch descent wno came over from Ulster, 
beginning with 1713, and who had a hatred of 
prelates and Kings that nothing could abate, 
would be called Seotch-Irishmen. The immi- 
gration of the Celtic Irish to this country. did 
not fairly begin until the close of the Revolu- 
tionary War, and did not become great until 
the famine years. While the Scotch-Irish 
whenever they emigrated sought no other 
country than this, the Celtic Irish went almost 
exclusively ta the Continent of Europe. After 
the violated treaty of Limerick they poured 
into France in increasing numbers. They won 
honor there and in the Spanish and Austrian 
armies. Had they sought this country after 
1690 they, or their descendants, would have 
fought for the®cause of the golonies as gal- 
lantly as the Scotch-Irish, for they had nolove 
for English Kings. But for easily understood 
reasons they preferred Catholic France, where 
they were not under an English King, to 
Protestant America, where they. would have 
been still his subjects. 


THE EUROPEAN DRAIN OF AMERICAN 
MONEY. 

Various estimates have been made at differ- 
ent. times of the amount of money spent 
abroad by American tourists. It has been 
placed sometimes as high as a hundred mill- 
ion doliars, the assumption being that there 
are a hundred thousand tourists and that each 


of them spends a thousand dollars. This es- 


timate is misleading, because it makes no al- 
lowance for the money brought into this coun- 
try by foreigners, 

The Philadelphia Ledger makes a more con- 
servative calcuiation after the following fash- 
ion : For the year ending June 30, 1890, 238,139 
persons left United States ports for foreign 
countries, Of these 105,885 were cabin and 
132,254 steerage passengers. Of the former 
23,123 were foreign visitors returning home. 
That cuts down the number of American 


tourists to 84,762. Each of these carried away 


a thousand dollars and each of the steerage 
$100, making a total of $97,987,400.

In the next place, the estimate of $100 for 
the steerage passengers carried eastward 
across the ocean is probably too low. Many 
of them go over to spend a few months in 


visiting their friends, and perhaps do not 
take more than $100 each. But there are a 


number who have made their fortunes and are 
returning to their old homes to spend their 
lives there. Many save up from $500 to $1,000, 
go back to Europe, buy some land, and live 
contentedly on it. 

For the fiscal year 1889. 90 it would be nearer 
the truth to say that the total amount of 


money taken out was about $111,000,000, and 


that brought in $38,000,000, leaving an ad- 
verse balance of $78,000,000. To this should 
be added not less than $10,000,000 to cover the 
expenses of “prepaids” and other -remit- 
tances to relatives, making a total of $83,000,- 
000. For the present year the amount taken 
abroad is larger and that brought in is 
smaller, so that the total net outgo will not 
be very far from $100,000,000, a large part of 
which is wasted on worthless European 
fripperies, which the purchasers would be 


better without. 


UNANIMOUS VERDICTS IN CIVIL CASES. 
The American Bar Association, which held 


its annual meeting in Boston last week, had 


before it for consideration 


ollowing res- 


Resolved, That the American Bar Association 
recommends to the bar associations of the States 
the support of such legislation or constitutional 
amendments as will provide for a verdict by three- 
fourths of the jury in civil cases, 


It was referred to a committee which sub- 
mitted majority and minority reports. The 
first recommended the adoption of the res- 
olution. It says that trial by jury is itself on 
trial at the bar of public opinion, and that 
men are losing their respect for it gradually, 
because the verdict of the jury under the 
unanimity rule is so often not justice, but a 


‘olution: 


compromise, and because that rule produces 


so many mistrials. There is, in the opinion of 
the majority of the committee, no sufficient 
reason why there should be unanimity im civil 
eases. The design of the rule was to get a full 
and deliberate consideration of a ease and a 


final settlement of the controversy, based on 


the concurrence of twelve men. 

But the instances of disagreement of juries 
have so increased in nutuber that the effect of the 
rule of unanimity is to prolong controversies, to 
defeat justice, te produce discontent, and to 
bring the administration of the law into con- 
tempt. 

Would not all the benefit of deliberation be 
gained by requiring the jury to continue the con- 
sideration of the case for several hours and per- 
mit a verdict of a majority or of three-fourths to 
be then given? We believe it would. 

To demand more of the jury than is demanded 
of other tribunals seems to us without the sup- 
port of sound reason. : : 

The minority of the committee is of the 
opinion that the result of the proposed change 
would be to sweep away the jury system alto- 
gether in civil cases, and that it would lead 
logically to the abolition of the unanimity 
rule in criminal cases, so that men might be 
deprived of life or liberty by the vote of a ma- 
jority of twelve men. Then the minority goes 


on to defend the rule as in the interests of 


Justice. It is alleged that there are seetions of 


the country where the panel of jurors 1s made 
up almost exclusively of Farmers’ Alliance 
men or members of similar organizations, and 
that in suits where a railroad is concerned 
frightful injustice would be done were the ma- 
jority rule in force. i 

In cases sounding in damages where the jury 
is practically unlimited as to the amount of the 
verdict the majority system ywould tend to most 
frightful injustice. In such cases it frequently 
happens where the defendant is a railroad or 
other corporation, or a rich man even, individual 
jurors are found ready to give a verdict for five 
or ten times the amount that any well-balanced 
conservative business-man would think proper. 
Under the unanimity rule such jurors are con- 
trolled by the business sense and better ju ent 
ofthe other. jurymen. It is not infrequent that 
this reckless class are a majority of the jary, and 
on the plan now proposed the conservative, safe 
men of the jury, if any such there are, would have 
no control over the amount of the verdict, and 
the property, rights, and liberties of the com- 
munity would be left entirely in the hands of the 
reckless and extravagant, untempered by the 
conservative control of their associates. 


The minority report concludes by saymg 
that if the unanimity rule is to be given up 
the whole system should go, or if a majority is 
to decide the verdict, then let there be selected 
men of intelligence, learned in the law, and 
skilled in the investigation and sifting of evi- 
dence, and let the number be much less than 
twelve, 

The reports were debated at some length. 
On the side of the. minority it was claimed 
that juries would be better if Judges did their 
duty. Why is it,” said a member, that you 
never see the President of a bank in a jury 
box? The dudges allow jurymen to be excused 
in nine cases out of ten for business reasons. 
It was stated also that in Pennsylvania only 
one-half of 1 per cent of the cases heard re- 
sulted in mistrials, 

On the other side it was asserted that the 
present system enabled one or two jurors to 
hang out and force a verdict’ which was unjust 
and did not represent the real sentiments. of 
the other jurors. It was alleged also that the 


| business interests of the country were clamor- 


ing for the abolition of the jury system. Board 
of Trade controversies involving hundreds of 
millions were settled by majorities, cases 
heard by Supreme Courts were settled by ma- 
jorities; a disputed Presidential succession 
was settled by a majority, and why not settle 
cases in nisi prius courts in the same way? 
The question was disposed of finally by 
postponing it for a year, so that the members 
might consider the two reports and make up 
their minds. Considering the progress which 
the agitat on for the doing away with the una- 
nimity rule has made during the last few years, 
it is quite likely that th Bar Association will 
adopt at its next session the resolution quoted 
above.

In a paper read before the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science a few 
days ago Mr. Edward Atkinson argued in fa- 
vor of free coinage, but under certain condi- 
tions. He took the position that the free coin- 
age of silver would be perfectly safe so long 
as the legal tender acts were modified to make 
gold the basis for redeeming contracts unless 
silver be specified, He cited the avoirdupois 
pound weight of 7,000 grains and the troy 
pound of 5,760 grains for comparison. The 
first is always understood, except in certain 
well defined cases, unless specification be 
made to the contrary. He saw no good reason 
why people should not be allowed to buy 
and sell in silver money if they 80 pre- 
ferred, but could not concede the right of 
any man to make a contract,to pay 
on the gold basis and then démand 
the right to pay in money less 
valuable than gold. In fact he said it is time 
to denounce as destroyers of credit all those 
who advocate the free coinage of silver dollars 
of the present standard without change in the 
present acts of legal tender. He characterized 
such people as persons who would impair con- 
tracts and take from the business community 
the right to make use of either metal, gold or 
silver, according to the will, judgment, and 
discretion of each of its members. The meet- 
ing did not formally indorse the views ex- 
pressed by Mr. Atkinson, the ground being 
taken that such action would be inexpedient 
as tending to introduce political issues into 
the discussions of a scientific body. But the 
easay seemed to be regarded as sound and in 
accurdance with the views of the majority.

OPENING OF THE GRAIN CONGRESS. 


Inaugural Ceremonies at Vienna—The Day's 
Transactions. 

Vienna, Aug. 31.—The international grain 

congress for 1891 was opened here today with 

a large attendance. Herr Haardt, from the 


merce, in a speech made during the opening 
ceremonies, dwelt upon the special importance 
of the present market from the fact that its 
task or object was to devise means of supply- 
ing the shoftage of grain existing in the large 
centers. 

The dealings today were limited ; there was 
no spot business done in wheat; futures were 
firm. The best barley sold on the spot at full 
rates ; inferior grades were neglected, Autumn 
wheat ge quoted at 10.67 florins to 10.70 
22 posh wheat was quoted at 10.27 

florins. utumn rye was quoted at 10.38 
florins; spring at 10.58 florins. Autumn oats 
were quoted at 6.27 florins. New maize was 
quoted at 6.28 florins. Thirty trucks of old 
maize brought 6.35 florins. 

Accordi toa report it appears that the 
Prussian wheat crop was 92 per cent of the 
average, rye, 76; barley, 100; and oats 105 per 
cent. The yield of Saxony as compared with 
that of an average year is wheat, 108 per cent; 
rye, 93; barley, 110; oats, 112. In Franconia 
the comparative harvest results are: Whea 
100 per cent; rye, 92; barley, 108; oats, 1 
percent, In Upper as and Lower Bavaria wheat 
18 78 per cent; rye, 80; barley, 135; and oats, 
130 per cent.

Mrs. Besant has such a reputation for hard- 
headedness that her positiveness in indors- 
ing what would once have been called spirit- 
ualism, bat is now dubbed occultism, attracts 
unwonted attention. In an interview today 
the lady reiterated her statement, and de- 
clared that since Mme. Blavatsky’s 
death she has receis ed several 
missives from the leading lights of 
theosophy, communicated by supernatural 
means. Another person received similar 
communications. Mrs. Besant declined to say 
how the inessages reached her or to describe 
their contents or make-up. She explained 
this reticence by the statement that she was 
sworn to secrecy “yh would never betray the 
confidence reposed in her. Moreover, if the 
means of communication were revealed, it 
might be used for bad purposes. She was un- 
able as yet to communicate as fully with the 
masters as Mine, Blavatsky could, but her 
knowledge was increasing. Mrs. Besant seems 
to bein the best health and the most nor- 
mal of spirits- There is nothing in her ap- 
pearance or manner to indicate an over- 
wrought imagination or a diseased condition 
of body or mind.

VANDERBILTS WILL GET IT. 


Confirmatory Reports Regarding the Union 
Pacitic Deal. 

New Tom, Aug. 31.—Important develop- 
ments in the affairs of the Union Pacific rail- 
road are expected this week. According to 
the Times a meeting of the recently appoint- 
ed financiering committee, of which J. Pier- 
pont Morgan is the head, will be held in this 
city. It is probable the outcome of the meet- 
ing may be of greater significance than the 
mere putting into effect of the scheme for car- 
rying the floating debt. The rumors that the 
Vanderbilts are to take control of the prop- 
erty are received with serious consideration 
in Wall street, where J. Pierpont Morgan’s 
close relations with the Vanderbilts are duly 
appreciated, It is well known that 
when the Gould Dillon contingent 
first approached Mr. Morgan with a 
request for aid in straightening out the 
finances of the Union Pacific company, they 
met with a chilling reception. When finally 
Mr. Morgan consented to take charge of the 
scheme for temporarily disposing of the $10,- 
000,000 of floating debt he exacted conces- 
sions that apg rng put him in control of 
the property. As the storv goes now Presi- 
dent Dillon will be succeeded soon by a man 
identified with the Vanderbilt interests, and 
General-Manager S. H. H. Clark, Mr. Gould’s 
able first lieutenant, will retire to make room 
fora Vanderbilt man. Should these things 
come to pass the St. Paul and Rock Island 
roads would come into close and friendly rela- 
tions with the great Vanderbilt system, which 
then would far surpass in extent any other 
railroad system on earth. 


NOT ANXIOUS TO TAKE THE STEP. 


What Railroad 6fticials Think of Gen. Tor- 
rence’s Terminal Scheme. 

Gen. Torrence’s elevated terminal railway 
scheme is generally pronounced a feasible one 
among railway officials*in this city, but few 
of them think that any of the roads which 
have already terminal and depot facilities in 
the city will abandon them to come in over 
Gen. Torrence’s contemplated line.

FAILURE OF RUMSEY BROS. & CO, 


An Old Board of Trade Firm Orders All 
Open Trades Closed — History of the Firm. 
Some uneasiness was caused on ’Change 

early in the session yesterday by the announce- 

ment that the firm of Rumsey Bros. & Co. had 
ordered that all open trades should be closed. 

The tirm really consists of Henry A. Towner, 

the last of the Rumseys having pulled out four 

or five years ago. Towner made a specialty 
of long-time “ privilege” trading, and it was 
this that brought about disaster. A good 
many members of the board who were short 
of wheat and corn had calls bought 
of Towner to protect their trades, and 
when the announcement was made these 
covered their lines, and gave the market a 
sharp upturn. There was considerable sur- 
prise at the failure, as Towner was supposed 
to be making money and to have abundant 
capital, but there was net much excitement 
over the event, the foreign news being enough 
to dwarf local events in the market. No one 
seemed to fear that there would be any troubie 
r tee for dollar out of him where he 


around $1.08 
$1.10, and that he had declined to, let them 
have the wheat. They tried to get several 
houses to assume the trades but none of them 
would touch the business. 

Henry Towner, who individually constitutes 
the firm of Rumsey Bros., said: I am 
only surviving member of the original firm of 
Rumsey Bros. This failure, so far as its ef- 
fect on the board is concerned, amounts to 
practically nothing. Thereare really less than 
100,000 bushels involved. No one in the end 
will lose a dollar. This last cyclone on the 
board was more than 1 could stand. I have 
paid out all the money I had in an honest en- 
deavor to meet my obligations. When the 
calls were greater than I could meet I simply 
had to lie down,’ in the phrase of the beard. 
I have been carrying wheat against the mar- 
ket all the way from 90 cents up to $1.10. I 
have closed all these deals except possibly 
100,000 bushels, and to that extent only can 
the trade be affected, and then only tempo- 
rarily, for I aun confident of being able event- 
ually to cancel every obligation.” 

The firm known as Rumsey Bros. is as old 
as the present Board of Trade, and in certain 
respects antedates the organization of the 
Board. Rumsey Bros. grew out of the firm of 
Newberry & le, which was * — in 
1840, George W. Dole and Oliver Newberry 
constituting the firm. This firm continued in 
active business until 1849, when Mr. New- 
berry retired. In 1835 or 1887 the Rumseys, 
George F. and Julian S., who were related to 
Mr. le and were also uncles of Henry 
Towner, came to C and eatered the em- 
ploy of Newberry & Dole. The Rumiseys were 
taken into partnership when Mr, Newberry re- 
tired, the firm name becommg Dole, Rumsey 
& Co. This firm continued in business until 
Jan. 1, 1853, when George W. Dole retired 
from the firm and the firm of Rumsey Bros. & 
Co. was organized. In 1858 Henry Towner 
was admitted as a member of the firm, and 
has been associated with it continuously 
since then. The two Rumseys who originally 
constituted the firm have been dead many 
years, George F. dying in 1881. After their 
death the firm name by consent was continued 
by Henry Towner. George S. Rumsey, a son 
of George F. Rumsey, the senior member of 
the firm, was supported by a large followi 
for President of board against William I. 
Baker, although Mr. Rumsey at the time was 
not and had not for years been identified with 
the affairs of the Board. 

Julian S. Rumsey, the junior member of the 
original firm, was President of the Board of 
Trade and Mayor of the city. The original
